Also, wanted to bring a couple things to your attention that they may ask about-trying to avoid surprises. 

1) On 1927 and 1929 Manton; 1914 Ellsworth that are being sold to Hayman Construction. They're listed as side yards 
but the applicant doesn't live adjacent to the parcels. Additionally, the number of EOls isn't listed. Could you provide 
more detail on the transaction and why it's being sold w/o an appraisal? 

2) 1916 Federal - He's living in the property? Is this the dollar house program? 

3) 3915 Lancaster-There's"an appraised value of $65,000 but it's being sold for the LAMA value. Is it b/c they're an old 
applicant? Or b/c it's a side yard? It'll be helpful to clarify whatever the reason. 

4) 1712-14 N 27 U1 - Why is the sale price higher than the LAMA price?
